^ state of generally increased dimension (Fig. lb), 'ITie blood pump may be advantageously introduced into the patient (and onward to 
the pumping site) while in the first state and thereafter operated (automatically or manually) into the second state for use in pumping 
blood to augment or replace the pumping capacity of the heart. 
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
